Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five [B — five] times, inc. once 
at beg. of needle in last row. Do not break off C. 

Using No. 10 Needles proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Using M., knit plain. 

2nd row. — Purl. 

3rd row.— K.IM, - K.2M, K.3C, K.IM, rep. from 
to last 2 sts., K.2M.

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

** Using First Contrast — 

1st row. — P.1, * K.3, P.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
2nd row. — ^K.l, * P.3, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
3rd row. — P.1, * slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., P.1, rep. 
from * to end of row. 

4th row. — K.l, * (P.1, K.l, P.l) into next st., K.l, 
rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

Using Main Colour, rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

Using Second Contrast, rep. rows 1-6 inch once. 

Using Main Colour, rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

Rep. from ** to ** once [B — twice], then rows 1-16 
inch once in A only. 

Keeping continuity of striped patt., cast off 5 [B — 6] 
sts. at beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. once at each end 
of needle in next and every alt. row until 71 [B — 77] 
sts. remain. *** 

Work 23 [B — 27] rows without shaping. 

Next row. — Work 26 [B — 28] sts. in patt., cast off 19 
[B— 21] sts., work to end of row. 

Continue on last 26 [B — 28] sts., dec. once at neck 
edge in every row until 21 [B — 23] sts. remain. 
Work 4 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows: 

1st row. — Work to last 10 [B — 11] sts., turn. 

2nd row. — Work to end of row. Cast off. 

Join in wool at neck edge and work on remaining sts. 
to correspond with other side. 

THE BACK — Work exactly as given for Front to *** 
Continue in patt. without shaping until armholes mea- 
sure same as Front armholes. 



Shape shoulders as follows: — 

1st and 2nd rows. — Work to last 10 [B — 11] sts., turn. 
3rd and 4th rows. — Work to last 21 [B — 23] sts., turn. 
5th row. — Work to end of row. 

6th row. — Cast off 7 [B — 9] sts., work 14 sts., cast off 
29 [B — 31] sts., work 14 sts., cast off 7 [B — 9] sts. 
Rejoin wool to last 14 sts. and work 5 rows in Garter 
Stitch for underlap. Cast off. Work other underlap in 
same manner. 

THE SLEEVES— Using No. 12 Needles and Main 
Colour, cast on 68 [B — 72] stitches. 

1st row.— K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row seven times, inc. once at end of needle 
in last row (69 [B — 73] sts.). 

Using No. 10 Needles, work rows 1-16 in striped patt. 
as given for Front. 

Keeping continuity of striped patt., dec. once at each 
end of needle in next and every alt. row until 45 
[B — 49] sts. remain, then in every row until 19 
[B — 19] sts. remain. Work 1 row without shaping. 
Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE FRONT NECKBAND — With right side of work 
facing, using No. 12 Needles and Main Colour, knit 
up 48 [B — 50] sts. evenly round neck. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row six times. Cast off in rib. 

THE BACK NECKBAND — With right side of work 
facing, using No. 12 Needles and Main Colour, knit 
up 40 [B — 42] sts. across back of neck and underlaps. 
1st row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row six times. Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing and a 
fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up side, 
shoulder seams for 1 inch, and sleeve seams. Sew in 
sleeves, placing seams to side seams. Sew underlaps in 
position. Work 1 row of d.c. along front of shoulder 
openings. Sew press studs in position on each shoulder. 
Finally, press all seams.

1st row nineteen times, inc. once at end of needle 
in last row in Size B only (72 [B— 79] sts.) 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row.— [B— K.l], * K.2, P.3, rep. from to last 2 
[B— 3] sts., K.2 [B— K.3]. 

2nd row. — Purl. 

Rep. these 2 ro\vs until work measures 8 [B— 8i] ins. 
from beg., finishing with a purl row. ** 

Next row.— Cast off 3 fB— 3] sts., work 33 [B— 35] 
sts. in patt., turn, [B— K.2 tog., turn]. 

Dec. once at armhole edge in ev-ry row five times, 
whilst at same time dec. once at neck edge in follow- 
ing 4th row (27 [B— 30] sts.).

THE GUSSET— Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 25 
stitches. 

Work 28 rows in plain, smooth fabric without shaping.

TO MAKE UP— With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam sew up front and 
back seams from top to last row of patt. Sew up 1 
inch of each leg. Sew gusset in position. Thread elastic 
through holes at top. Finally, press all seams.

Avoid disappointment — buy the wool recommended. Buy wisely — buy enough 
— the same blend cannot be repeated.

HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION— Before you 
commence knitting, check your tension carefully — on 
this depends the success of the finished article. Take 
the wool and needles specified in the instructions, cast 
on 20 stitches, work 20 rows in plain, smooth fabric. 
Lightly press work. Check the tension by placing an 
inch tape across the stitches, count the exact number of 
stitches to one inch and compare with the tension given 



in the instructions. All tensions are measured over 
plain, smooth fabric, lightly pressed. If your tension is 
too loose, try a size finer needle. If your tension is too 
tight, try a size coarser needle. If there is more than 
one size of needle recommended in the recipe and you 
alter the needles to obtain the correct tension in plain 
smooth fabric, corresponding alterations must be made 
to the needles throughout the instructions.

To Make a Pom-Pom. — Cut two circles of cardboard, the size of a penny — the 
diameter depends on the size of the pom-pom you wish to make. Cut a small 
hole in the centre (about i inch in diameter). Wind the wool round and round 
the cardboard until the centre hole is completely filled up. Place the point of a 
pair of scissors between the two pieces of cardboard and cut round, keeping the 
scissors between two circles of cardboard all the time. Using a double strand of 
wool, wrap round between the two circles of cardboard, knot firmly, and take 
away cardboard. 




KNITTING STITCH 




Knitting Stitch is a stitch worked directly over each 
knitted stitch, with a contrasting colour to represent the 
same knitted stitch, as before. Each square on the 
graph represents one stitch. 



Insert needle from back of work, in the centre of any 
stitch and draw through. * Insert needle from right to 
left, underneath the two loops of the same stitch one 
row above, and draw through, then insert needle back 
into original place where needle was first inserted, draw 
underneath the two loops still working from right to 
left, and out into the centre of the next stitch, (thus 
completing one knitting stitch), repeat from * to end 
of pattern. 

All rows of pattern are worked from right to left, then 
from left to right, till the motif or pattern has been 
completed. 

Very satisfactory results may be obtained by working 
“4 ply’J^ on “3 ply," “4 ply on 4 ply," "Azalea on 
Azalea," but do not use “3 ply" on "4 ply."
